COLOR PB.INTB ON METAL. 


A Process which Produces Litho- 


graphs of Great Durability. 


A new process for printing on metal 
lutes, which overcomes the former great 
bstaole to the fall success ot this method 
wing to lack of durability, has been 


made public in Paris. The inventor first 
onghens the metal surface to be printed 
y means of a blast by very fine sand, 
lereby creating n velvety grain. The 
lute is then thoroughly cleansed in some 
kahouB'solntion. The surface will then 
ake an impression like paper. 
When printed, the plates are brought 
o a drying chamber and there exposed 
o u moderate temperature, which causes 
ie hlho. ink to penetrate into the pores 
f the metal. The picture will thus not 
frely adhere to the surface,bnt become, 
o to speak, part ot the metal plate, and 
ie shrinking or expansion of the metal 
aimed by varying temperatures will not 
Teot it. To render these printed metal 
latoe ns durable us enamel, they should 
9 twioa coated with varnish after hav- 
ng been warmed, and after application 
f oaoh coat of varnish should be placed 
n the drying chambers as before de-

Electricity and the Camera Over- 


take the Fastest Mlesles. 


A lecture at the South Kensington 


Museum, ot Londor,, recently made some 
strikingly interesting statements con- 
cerning results he had achieved by the 
use the electric spark in the photography 
of flying bullets. The sparks is generated 
by the discharge of a Leyden jar, there 
being in the conductor from it two break 
which cannot be jumped owing to the 
weakness of the current. When, how- 
ver, the bullet makes a contract with 
ne, a spark is emitted from the other, 
ilthough the quaration of this spirk is 
ess than one-millionth of a second, it is 
officient to exceed the speed of the 
allot, which, as a consequence, appears 
tatiouery and may be caught by tbe 
amcra. 
The picture token show the form of the 
ullet, its direction and inclination, the 
ondensation of the air in front of it, the 
acnnm back of it and the various waves 
n the surrounded air. In some of the 
liotures shown by the lecturer the bnl- 
ets were sent through panes of glass. In 
ne the head of the bullet protruded, 
arrying whet seems to be a dark cloud 
f lead vapor, while another picture 
liowed a storm of dust from the smashed 
p gloss. In others, clean perforations 


were made in the glass, the photographs 
learly showing that the reason the holes 
were so perfect was that the speed of the 


ullet exceeded the speed at which crack 
» the gloss cantravel.

nllets path, is pounded into powder be- 
ore the other portions can start in mo 
on.

THE AUSTRALIAN BALLOT. 


Annual Town Election in Progress 


—Simple Enough. 


The electors of every township in the 


county nnd throughout the state are en- 
joying the novelty of voting under the 
Australian system, and so far as oan be 
teamed there is no contention or confu- 
sion. The method seems simple enough 
to the voter of average intelligence, atd 
he coime away from the polling place 
with the ooneciousnets that he has exer 
cieed LIB right i e a citizen, free from all 
eembl&uro of bull dozing or bully rag- 
ging, at luibt within tha limits of 100 
feet of the booths where he puU down 
the crosses ou tlio oltoiiil ballot to sail 
hiiimilf 
lie hunileil the ballot to the 


judges nod BIIIV it put into the ballot box 
as ho (t Icleil it HIM! then left, feeling that 
tho judges would count it honestly 


The polls lu tha fltven distnots in De 


ciiliir township openud this morning at 7 
0 clock, they will close at 5 o'clock, and 
the result ought to be kcowu by eight 
o'clock, it stead of one or four o'clock in 
the morning an undt-r the old system 
In every district there are three judges 
and two clerks on duty, also two chal-

Upon a table is the bal'ot box,

Inside each booth is a wide 
shelf, a bottle of ink, a pen and a blotter, 
where the voter alone can mark hia tioket 
The judges at the table are separated 
from the booths by a rai log or a rope as 
the caae may be.
